ALPENA 


Another week of practice saw the team break up the Alpena plays, as 
played by the Scrubs, with ease. McGee's knee, altho still very weak seemed 
improved enough to allow him to start, and the loss of Sheldon’s jersey which 
a Port Huron tackle thought needed stretching, had been made good so that 
the team that started the Bay City Western game were the ones picked by the 
Coach to go to Alpena. The team left at noon on Friday, and arrived at 
Alpena about five o'clock, after a dusty, tiresome ride. Friday evening the 
fellows were invited to the festival held at the high school, to raise funds 
for their Athletic Association, and incidentally to make a visiting team feel 
as much at home as possible. The Coach ordered the bunch to bed quite 
early, and pulled them out at a comparatively early hour. After breakfast 
at the “Gloge,” the team ran through signals, and practiced some new plays. 
After this the fellows loafed around and rested as much as possible. During 
Friday night it turned cold, and an east wind blew a breeze in from Thunder 
Bay that caused the fellows to wish they had their overcoats with them, as 
most of the squad had come unprepared for an early winter. The Alpena 
Fair grounds was the scene of the game, and just about the whole town 
turned out, as compared to the two girls who.wore the Black and Gold. Cap- 
tain Fitzpatrick won the toss, the first time that Saginaw had not won this 
for this season. He defended the west goal and received the kick on his fif- 
teen-yard line, "Connie" O’Brien downed him in his tracks, and Saginaw 
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held the Blue and White team the first quarter, and probably would have 
been successful for the next periods had not a cleverly executed cross buck 
given them their first touchdown from the twenty-yard line.
